Permit  me  to  congratulate  you  and  the 
Republicans  of  Mloomflclll  on  the  ad'ano- 
Hi  position  taken  on  the  temperance  quee- 
»  tlon  a*  evidenced  by  your  editorial  Jf  <  >ct. 
23,  and  the  resolution*.  Rdopted  at  the 
Primary  Meeting  held  on  Tuesdat^of  last 
week.  Throe  or  four  years  a#©,  the  writer, 
(  then  *  m  cm  be  i  of  the  Republican  party, 
at  a  similar  meeting  introduced  a  resolu¬ 
tion  instructing  the  delegatee  to  nominat¬ 
ing  conventions  to  vote  for  do  man  who 
was  identified  with  the  liquor  traffic, 
which  after  an  earnest  discussion,  during 
which  it  appears  that  the  party  was  afraid 
to  pass  It  for  Tear  of  alienating  the  llqnor 
vote,  was  withdrawn  at  the  request  of  the 
chairman  and  otheis,  as  the  mover  did 
not  care  to  disgrace  the  party  by  forcing 
it  to  vote  against  such  a  reedlution,  as  it 
would  have  done  almost  unanimously. 
Later,  when  dissatisfied  with  the  Republi¬ 
can  party  s  attitude  on  the  temperance 
question,  jind  as  a  representative  of  the 
Prohibitionists,  he  signed  a  paper  tender¬ 
ing  their  support  if  the  Republicans  would 
nominatejinen  for  local  offices  not  in  affil¬ 
iation  with  the  liquor  traffic  and  not  habi¬ 
tual  frequenters  of  barrooms,  the  commu¬ 
nication  was  deemed  insulting,  and  with 
jeers  of  contempt  unanimously  laid  upon 
the  table.  As  you  remark  pertinently, 
•‘The  Prohibition  movement  as  a  flank 
movement  may  be  of  benefit  to  the  morals 
of  the  great  political  parties, ”  and  from 
the  foregoing  it  would  appear  that  it  has 
in ‘Bloomfield,  but  unfortunately  not  to 
the  mass  of  the  Republican  party,  which 
is  still  controlled  by  the  liquor  dealers, 
notwithstanding  the  evasive  miscalled 
temperance  plank  in  the  New  Jersey  Plat¬ 
form,  which  its  candidate  for  Congress, 
Mr.  Lehlbach,  publicly  repudiated  be¬ 
fore  he  was  unanimously  re-nominated  as 
the  party  standard  bearer  in  the  Sixtn 
District. 

In  Montclair  at  the  Primary,  the  issue 
was  fairly  well  defined  between  saloonists 
and  anti-saloonlsts,  and  the, saloon  iron. 
In  view  of  these  and  otl^r  similar  facts, 
more  evidence  is  required  to  establish  the 
fact  asserted  in  the  preamble  of  the  reso¬ 
lutions  above  referred  too  ‘that  the  Re¬ 
publican  party  of  the  -State  .  .  .  is  by 

its  principles,  traditions  and  avowed  pur¬ 
poses  pledged  to  such  a  course  of  action 
.  .  .  as  will  favor  whatever  is  good  and 

oppose  whatever  is  immoral  and  perni¬ 
cious.  ”  Certainly  no  such  pledge  can  be 
found  in  the  platform  which  simply  evade* 
by  favoring  “the  submission  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  regalation,  control,  or  prohibition 
of  the  liquor  traffic  to  the  voters  of  the 
people  at  elections  specially  provided  for 
the  purpose.”  The  party  “avows”  noth¬ 
ing,  and  that  plank  may  equally  mean  that 
It  favors  free  rum  if  the  votes  Indicate 
such  a  desire. 

The  Bloomfield  resolutions  are  equally 
unsatisfactory  to  .the  Prohibitionists  ex¬ 
cept  as  they  indicate^  willingness  to  cope 
with  the  question  they  have  heretofore 
avoided.  The  leading  preamble  says: 

“Whereas,  The  organized  power  of  the 
liquor  selling  interest  has  become  not  only 
a  political  agency,  controlling  to  a  dan¬ 
gerous  extent  our  local  municipal  govern¬ 
ments,  but  is  used  for  purposes  inimical 
to  the  prosperity  and  moral  welfare  of  the 
community.” 

After  this  truthful  arraignment,  the 
logical  sequence  would  be  an  effort  for 
its  destruction,  but  the  resolutions  stulti¬ 
fy  tfie  preamble,  by  saying  it  is  neither 
wise,  practical  or  necessary  that  legisla¬ 
tion  on  the  subject  should  be  restricted 
to  the  total  prohibition  of  the  “liquor  traf¬ 
fic,"  and  concludes  with  the  absurd  pro- 
lK>sitlou  that  we  do  agree  and  insist  that 
it  Is  the  duty  of  the  member  of  Assembly 
'  representing  this  District  to  use  every 
**"  honorable  means  In  his  power  to  secure 
the  passage  of  a  law  for  the  establishment 
of  the  highest  possible  rate  of  license  or 
tax  for  the  sale%  of  llquoft.”  Absurd,  for 
if  this  business  is  what  the  above  pream¬ 
ble  declares  it  to  be,  no  license  fee,  how¬ 
ever  large,  can  justify  theState  In  legaliz¬ 
ing  and  protecting  it,  and  protection  is 
distinctly  involved  in  licensing.  The  ab¬ 
surdity  Is  made  more  apparent  by  the  re- 
nominatlon  of  Mr.  Underhill  for  the  As¬ 
sembly,  who  last  year  signed  an  appliear 
tion  fora  license  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Legislation  (lodged  thejvote  upon  the  Lor 
cal  Option  Bill. 

With  these  things  in  view  we  are  at  loss 
to  comprehend  your  editorial  saying  “that 
If  the  Bloomfield  Prohibitionists  are  sin¬ 
cere,  who  say  they  are  so,  only  because 
no  more  hopeful  way  of  fighting  free  rum 
was  visible  they  will  now  join  the  solid 
body  of  Republicans  who  are  committed 
to  use  every  endeavor  in  the  power  of  a 
great  party  for  that  purpose."  Can  you 
inform  us  how  we  are  to  aid  the  temper¬ 
ance  cause  by  voting  for  Mr.  Lehlbach  for 
Congress  or  Mr.  Underhill  for  the  Assem¬ 
bly,  after  their  record  as  above  mentioned 
on  this  question?  The  latter  havlag  been 
**  nominated  at  a  former  election  over  the 
President  of  the  Bloomfield  Club,  who 
was  every  way  capable  and  worthy,  be¬ 
cause  as  alleged  In  the  Convention  he  was 
•  tainted  with  temperance,"  and  who,  by 
the  way,  was  the  very  man  that  urged  the 
writer  to  withdraw  the  objectionable  res¬ 
olution  above  referred  to.

“  wholly  of  grace.” 

10.  That  faith  ought  to  be  scientific 
and  natural,  rather  than  scriptural. 

11.  That  there  is  and  will  be  pro 
bation  after  death,  for  all  men  who 
have  not  in  this  world  had  knowledge 
of  the  historic  Christ. 

12.  That  this  hypothetical  belief  in 
probation  after  death  should  be 
brought  to  the  front,  exalted  and  made 
central  in  theology,  and  in  the  beliefs 
of  men. 

13.  That  Christian  missions  are  not 
to  be  supported  and  conducted  on  the 
ground  that  men  who  know  not  Christ 
are  in  danger  of  perishing  forever,  and 


consistent  Calvinism  which  the  stat 
utt-s  require  of  them,  and  to  which 
thev  stand  puhlieallv  committed,  and 
that  in  repeated  instance*  these  pro 
fe**r»rs  liave  broken  solemn  promise* 
made  when  thev  suliecribed  the  creed.
